SAlvTDSTROIi: 

Ea^rmers  in  the  Corn  Belt  will  feed  a  much  larger  nuLiher  of  lanhs 
than  they  fed  last  yea,r.     Shipments  —  through  stoci^ai-rds  —  for  the  past 
three  months  were  nearly  a  fourth  larger  than  last  year,  and  the  largest 
since  1934.     Direct  shipments  vieve  larger  too.     The  records  from  some  of 
the  Corn  Belt  States  shovi  these  shipments  nearly  thjree-f ourths  larger  than 
in  the  same  months  last  year.    We  estimate  that  from  500,000  to  700, O'X 
more  feeder  sheep  and  lamhs  were  shipped  into  the  Corn  Belt  the  past  3 
months  thaii  were  shipped  during  this  period  la.st  joax.  ^

llo,  prohahly  not.     They'll  prohaoLy  he  larger  than  they  were  last 
year,  hu.t  the  increase  over  last  year  is  not  expected  to  he  as  largo  from 
Octoher  through  Decemher  as  the  increase  during  the  past  3  :nonths.  The 
heavy  early  movement  into  the  Corn  Belt  was  caused  largely  hy  the  rather 
poor  condition  of  ranges  over  a  large  portion  of  the  Western  region, 

KADDERLY : 

So  much  for  the  Corn  Belt,    l^ext  —  the  feeding  of  lamhs  in  the 
V/estern  areas.    You  mentioned  a  decrease  there.

Plains  area.,  for  feeding  during  the  winter.    T7ill  tliis  he  the  case  this 
year? 

SAimSTROLI: 

I'To,  Hallace.        good  nany  lanhs  fron  Texas  and  ilev;  liexico  would  have 
heen  Lioved  to  wheat  pastures  this  fall,  _if  such  past"ures  had  heen  availahle, 
But  it  highly  prohaole  that  only  a  little  v/inter  v/heat  pasture  will  he  found 
this  yeax  in  the  Great  Plains  a,rea  from  Hchrasha  to  Texa,s.     Laickir^-  this 
pa.sture  outlet  it  is  prohaohle  that  nost  of  these  Texas  and  Hew  Mexico  lanhs 
vfill  he  shipped  to  feed  lots.     But  vrhcthor  they  will  go  to  the  Corn  Bolt 
or  to  the  Western  States  is  still  Lmcerta-in.
